“Pm Humbled and Troubled, 
Especially Since I Got Caught”

There’s a new apology template 
for famous men who act like pigs, 
which is why their apologies sound 
so similar. 


You wouldn’t be surprised to know 
that these somber statements of 
contrition—which now appear 
almost daily—are carefully tweaked 
by public relations consultants 
and attorneys before the name of 
the disgraced prominent male is 
attached. 


“There are no words,” said an apology 
attributed to fired Today host Matt 
Lauer, “to express my sorrow and 
regret for the pain I have caused 
others.” 


While seeming to strike the proper 
abject tone, the very phrase “there 
are no words” can’t be taken seriously 
unless the whole statement literally 
ends with the word “words.” 


It doesn’t. It goes on: 


“To the people I have hurt, I am truly 
sorry.” 


Here they chose “truly” as the go- 
to adverb because it’s perceived as 
more down-home and heartfelt than 
saying, “I am sincerely sorry,” or “I 
am deeply sorry,” or “I am profoundly 
sorry.”

But, truly, Lauer is most sorry about 
the same thing Bill O’Reilly and 
Charlie Rose are sorry about: They 
got called out for sexually harassing 
women who worked with them, and 
they lost their high-paying, high- 
profile jobs. 


And if they hadn’t gotten caught, 
they’d still be doing what they’d 
gotten away with for years and years. 


O’Reilly paid out millions in settlement 
hush money but never feigned an 
apology, called his firing a “hit job” 
and at one point even implicated God 
in his downfall. Lauer opted for a 
more downcast version of the Charlie 
Rose response, framing the scandal 
as an overdue personal awakening. 


“Repairing the damage will take a lot 
of time and soul searching, and I’m 
committed to beginning that effort,” 
said the Lauer apology. 


Unfortunately, it sounds like he’s 
talking about the damage done to 
his career and personal life, not to 
the female colleagues he accosted. 
At least Rose’s crisis team used the 
word “women” in his apology. You 
won't find it anywhere in Lauer’s. 


As for the nod to “soul searching,” 
that’s boilerplate damage control. 
The main thing Lauer is searching 
right now is his own memory bank, 
trying to figure out who on the long 
list of former NBC coworkers might 


Ss 
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sue him or, worse, press charges. 


His apology acknowledges his 
bringing shame “to the people I 
cherish dearly.” It’s reasonable to 
assume that shame isn’t the only 
strong emotion his wife and children 
are feeling right now. 


I’ve met Lauer several times, and he 
always seemed as decent and likeable 
as he was on the air. So did Rose. 
Numerous women who worked with 
them obviously learned otherwise, at 
a sad cost. 


Crafting apologies for major media 
figures with sleazy offstage habits is 
challenging. The PR goal is to make 
them appear shocked and dismayed 
by their own awful actions, though 
still morally redeemable. 


That’s a tough sell, especially as the 
allegations continue to pile up. The 
images of Lauer dropping his trousers 
in his private office or Rose hanging 
out of his bathrobe aren’t likely to fade 
soon from the public consciousness. 


“Some of what is being said about 
me is untrue or mischaracterized,” 
said Lauer’s statement, “but there’s 
enough truth in these stories to make 
me feel embarrassed and ashamed.” 


More doses of truth are probably 
coming. In advance Lauer and his 
team are checking all the requisite 
boxes: regret, sorrow, shame,

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embarrassment and a vow to change 
his ways. 


“The last two days have forced me 
to take a very hard look at my own 
troubling flaws,” his statement said. 
“It’s been humbling.” 


First of all, “troubling” is the lamest 
possible way for him to depict 
his predatory romps. Disgusting, 
outrageous, unforgivable—perfectly 
sound, suitable adjectives. 


Second, “humbling” is an egocentric 
reaction to the experience of being 
exposed for behavior that caused 
others to be humiliated, intimidated 
or afraid. Sickened is how Lauer 
should feel. 


But these are just words. He and his 
team used 161 of them. 


He had to say something. So will the 
next one who gets caught, and the 
one after that. They1l each sit down 
with their lawyers and PR gurus 
and begin a long serious discussion 
about what words to use. 


Even though none exists that will 
make it better.

What Does It Mean to Be a Man?

So I guess you can take men off the 
endangered species list. 


It wasn’t that long ago we were 
hearing that men were in trouble. It 
was said that our manly maleness 
was under siege from a culture 
of runaway political correctness 
hellbent on snipping off our masculine 
accoutrements and turning us 
into sissified wimps who ate kale, 
clipped coupons and talked about 
our feelings. Fox “News” sounded 
the alarm about what it dubbed the 
“feminization” of the American man. 


From commentator Todd Starnes 
warning about colleges that were 
turning men into women, to anchor 
Brit Hume explaining that people 
only think Chris Christie is a bully 
because they've been “feminized,” 
to morning show co-host Elisabeth 
Hasselbeck asking if all those 
unmanly men might pose a threat 
to national security, Fox was on 


this “story” like hyenas on a gazelle. 
Beyond Fox, people were writing

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books with titles like The War Against 
Boys and Save the Males. 


The recent spate of sexual harassment 
and assault headlines suggests, not 
shockingly, that this concern was 
a tad overblown. Since last month, 
when film producer Harvey Weinstein 
was revealed as a porcine abuser of 
women, we’ve seen dozens of men 
unmasked as_ alleged predators 
against hundreds, maybe thousands, 
of victims, their reported crimes 
ranging from sexual harassment to 
sexual assault to child molestation, 
and stretching back for decades. 


It’s a dishonor roll that includes the 
gay (Kevin Spacey), the straight (Ben 
Affleck), the reporter (Glenn Thrush), 
the comic (Louis C.K.) the hypocrite 
(Roy Moore), the guy you never would 
have expected (Al Franken) and the guy 
you really never would have expected 
(George H.W. Bush). This column is too 
short for a complete list and besides, it’d 
probably be easier at this point to name 
the men who have not been accused. 


Suffice it to say, it seems obvious 
the problem with men isn’t that 
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they’ve become feminine. Rather, the 
problem is what it has always been— 
that, as men, we too often define 
manhood by the use of our (usually) 
superior strength and/or position to 
take what we want. Which makes this 
an opportune moment to reconsider 
manhood, to ask anew what being a 
man means—and should mean. 


With that in mind, a brief story. A few 
years ago, I chanced to call one of my 
sons on the phone. He was huffing and 
grunting, obviously doing something 
that required great exertion. It turned 
out he was walking through a blizzard 
in knee-high snow on a day when 
every store was closed, trying to find 
diapers for his daughter. 


I’ve never been more proud of any of 
my kids than I was of him right then. 
It was, I felt, a moment that deftly 
illustrated a truth about manhood 
that has gotten lost along the way. 
Namely, that our (usually) superior 
strength and position are not an 
end unto themselves. Nor are they 
a license to prey upon those who 
are less strong or in subordinate 
positions. 


Rather, they are a gift that allows a 
man more ways to be of service to 
those around him. By itself it means 
little that you are bigger or more 
exalted. The measure of a man is what 
you do with those things. 


It speaks to their massive failures of 
imagination and character that so 
many men can apparently think of 
nothing better to do with them than 
cop a feel. Our boys—and girls— 
deserve better examples. They deserve 
to be taught that genuine manhood, 
authentic manhood, requires no 
apologies or excuses 20 or 30 years 
down the line. 


You see, Fox “News” has it exactly 
wrong. Men are not an endangered 
species. 


Real men are another matter.

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Vida Davenport’s Legacy

Vida Davenport died Sunday. She 
was 94 years old. 


Vi was a dedicated bream fisher. If 
there was a lake, pond, creek or mud 
puddle that held bream, she knew 
where it was. I spent an afternoon 
in Redbay, Florida, with Vi and her 
son Lum years ago. They were set up 
on the bank of a small pond with all 
their gear. They were had crickets, 
numerous cane poles, chairs, cold 
drinks and an umbrella for Vi. They 
stored their catch in deck buckets. 
They caught fish. 


Vi caught a hand-sized shellcracker. I 
unhooked it for her and tossed it into 
a bucket. 


It was the wrong bucket. It was Lum’s 
bucket. 


“Get that damn fish out of his bucket,” 
she said. “That isn’t his fish.” 


“It goes in this bucket right here,” she 
said. 
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Vi took her fishing seriously. She took 
other things seriously, too. 


She took my father seriously. 


My father, already in the early stages 
of dementia, had hip surgery on 
December 22, 2001. The day before 
he was moved to Destin Healthcare, 
Vi showed up at the FWB Hospital. 
She was dressed in a starched white 
uniform. In no uncertain terms, she 
made it clear that she would take care 
of my father. 


And that’s what she did. 


In the time between January 1, 2001 
and January 8, 2009, Vi and her 
family took care of Chuck Morgan. 
They did not miss one minute of one 
shift, 24 hours a day, in over eight 
years. 


Vi and her beautiful family—Regina, 
Anna, Caroline, Willie, Chiquetta, 
Chiqueda, Roderick, Jennifer, Ted 
and others—were all accomplished, 
educated, busy people. Around my 
family, they all seemed to have one 


overriding priority in life. Taking care 
of my father. 


And that’s what they did. 


The Davenports have taken care 
of other people. Vi’s husband was 
“Possum Joe.” He was a long time 
fixture in Fort Walton. He sold 
produce in Fort Walton at the corner 
of Hollywood and Carson. There may 
have been some questions as to Joe 
having the proper permits to operate 
a business out of the bed of his pick- 
up truck. No problem. Joe would get 
a citation and then move from one of 
the four corners at the intersection 
to another corner. Then to another 
corner. And then to the fourth corner. 
Then he would start the process all 
over. In the south, good turnip greens 
trump business permits every single 
time. 


Joe suffered from Alzheimer’s in his 
later years. Vi’s experience with her 
husband had to help with her care for 
my father. The concern the Davenports 
showed our family was based on 
dedication, attention to detail,

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dependability, humor, friendship 
and love. They made a heartbreaking 
situation bearable. During my father’s 
illness—at a time when there wasn’t a 
lot of joy in my family’s situation—Vi’s 
family made everything bearable. 


Vi had 10 children. She had 32 
grandchildren. She had 72 great- 
grandchildren. She had 15 great- 
great-grandchildren. Needless to say, 
she will be missed. 


She won’t just be missed by her family 
and her fishing buddies. She'll be 
missed and forever appreciated by the 
Morgan family.

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Casey Kearney and the Bands of 30A

Casey Kearney has made a big 
splash in the area music scene. Not 
only is she garnering regular gigs, she 
created the Bands of 30A to facilitate 
quarterly charity music festivals. 


Kearney resides in Holt, a small town 
in Okaloosa County west of Crestview. 
The thirty-something mother of three 
places importance on going after her 
goals while establishing a home life 
balance. 


“I play as much as I can with three 
kids,” says Kearney. “I don’t want to 
miss their lives, but I want to play 
music.” 


She got her start in church singing 
as part of the choir, and things began 
to fall into place when her sister’s 
Christmas gift caught her eye. “I 
was in my 20s, and my sister had 
gotten a pink electric glitter guitar 
for Christmas and she was totally not 
into it. I was like, ‘Can I have that?’ I 
bought it from her and, truly, that’s 
what made me want to learn to play 
guitar, that pink glitter guitar. I had 
to learn how to play it.” 


As Kearney began to lean on the 
outlet of songwriting, she found a new 
hurdle—overcoming stage fright. It 
seems to be a reoccurring aspect of 
Kearney’s music career, her tenacious 
attitude towards her goals and not 
letting anything discourage her. 


Only in the past year has Kearney 
set her sights on regular gigs. “I was 
kind of in and out (of performing), 
but when I finally committed to it, it 
was now or never,” she says. “I’m only 
getting older, and I’m either going to 
take this seriously and do what I do... 
or not. The area is so abundant with 
music opportunities that I may as well 
do it. I may as well play.” 


When it came to Bands of 30A, 
Kearney drew from her past career 
as a wedding and event planner to 
forge the new brand. But the idea 
began with a single conversation. “I 
was talking to my mom one day in the 
middle of the Hurricane Harvey stuff, 
and she said, ‘Y’all have so many 
people that go to 30A, you should put 
a concert together as a charity.’ It was 
just a little conversation, but I started 
texting people, and a week later we 
had a concert.” 


The team that fell into place includes 
April Roach from iPROMOTEu and 
Crystal Smith from 30A Event Planning. 
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Casey Kearney, April Roach and Crystal Smith at Bands of 30A’s Storm Relief Concert. 


“Originally, (we were) going to come 
together to do a storm relief concert 
and just raise some money. At the 
time there had only been Hurricane 
Harvey, and then before the concert 
happened, Irma hit. So it ended up 
being a combo thing,” says Kearney. 
“There was so much great response 
from it, the bands had so much fun 
and the people did, too. We realized 
we could totally do this for different 
charities all the time. We decided 


to make Bands of 30A 
organization.”

Nelson was immediately transported 
to the Walter Reed National Military 
Medical Center, and after dozens of 
surgeries and ongoing rehabilitation, 
he has no movement below his waist 
and limited use of his hands. 


Building Homes for Heroes has built a 
new home for Nelsons that will cater 
to the specific needs of Capt. Nelson. 


To date, Building Homes for Heroes has 
given homes and new opportunities 
to more than 100 families like the 
Nelsons across the nation.

The organization is strongly 
committed to rebuilding lives and 
supporting the brave men and women 
who were injured while serving the 
country after September 11, 2001, 


during the time of the wars in Iraq or

Daughters and Mothers = 
Greta Gerwig’s “Lady Bird” 


By Jane Morgan 


About 10 minutes into Lady Bird, Greta Gerwig’s 
solo directorial debut, I thought, This is going to be 
my favorite movie, huh? I was being presumptuous, 
but I was right. Watching Lady Bird feels like being 
transported to Gerwig’s world, but it also feels like 
being in high school, and that is what is so special 
about this movie—it feels at once totally new and 
yet the emotions it recalls are completely familiar. 


It is a coming of age story that honors the intensity 
and complexity of being a teenage girl whose dreams 
overwhelm her reality. Lady Bird, played by Saoirse 
Ronan (Brooklyn), is a force. She is confident and 
quick, which is all too rare in the sea of coming of 
age stories that make the self-doubt and pining of 
teenage girls the focus, when there is always so 
much more to see. 


Lady Bird is a name that is given to her by her. 
She changed it from Christine. She is a high 
school senior at a Catholic school in Sacramento, 
California, who desperately dreams of going to 
college in New York, or any east coast liberal arts 
school, really. She thinks that’s where culture is, 
not Sacramento. Lady Bird isn’t a very good student, 
but she is strong in her convictions. She is trying 
her best to figure out how to get where she wants 
to go, exploring love, sex, heartbreak, friendship, 
musical theater, and confrontations of class and 
high school social circles as she comes into her own. 


One of the most striking aspects of the movie is her 
relationship with her mother (Gerwig’s working title 
for the film was Mothers and Daughters). Their bond 
is mercurial—she and her mother love each other 
deeply and frustrate each other often. The film is 
poignantly candid about her family’s struggles 
with money, which charges and complicates her 
dreams and relationships. The sacrifices and love 
her hardworking mom and her infinitely kind, 
struggling dad put into making their family’s lives 
better is delicately revealed throughout the movie. It 
is a story of immense tenderness. 


After my dad saw Lady Bird last week, I met him 
for coffee. He loved it. I knew he would. I keep 
thinking about something he said. “When you’re 
63, it’s easy to forget how big everything felt when 
you were a teenager.” The largeness of feelings, past 
and present, is something to be remembered and 
cherished. 


Lady Bird reminds you of what it is to be a teenager 
at its most dramatic and mundane moments. It is 
the writing, the crossing out, and the painting over 
of boys’ names on your bedroom wall. It is scream- 
sobbing “Crash Into Me” by Dave Matthews Band. 
It is figuring out you’re wasting your time with the 
cool kids because they don’t like “Crash Into Me” by 
Dave Matthews Band. It is boys lying to get what 
they want. 


It is your mom asking if you’re tired because you’re 
dragging your feet at the thrift store. It is dancing 
with your best friend at prom. It is learning to

2017 = The Year in Dining and Drinking 


This past year in dining and drinking 
saw my first Liquor Talking column 
on wine. I enjoyed the break from 
spirits and will continue tasting, 
learning and sharing with you. 
Not that I’m giving up on whiskey. 
There’s too much going on—in this 
area and nationwide—to walk away 
from brown liquor. 


My family and I visited 17 
restaurants for review in 2017. They 
were Grayton Seafood, Café Organic, 
Bella Sera, David’s Catfish, Bamboo 
Jamaican, Pho Eva, Surf Hut, Black 
Pearl, Dewey Destin Seafood (Crab 
Island), Pazzo Italiano, Al’s Beach 
Club and Burger Bar, The Perfect 
Pig, Guglielmo’s Ciao Italia Bistro, 
Mary’s Kitchen, La Crema Tapas, 
The Parson’s Son BBQ, and Half 
Shell Oyster House. 


I also put together a meal from the 
prepared foods section of Whole 
Foods Market, profiled Chef Jim 
McManus’ Cooking with the Chef 
classes at HarborWalk Village, 
profiled and sampled the food at 
Everyday Gourmet to Go, Timber 
Creek Distillery (more samples), 
aquavit, sweet wines for Valentine’s 
Day, and Beaujolais. 


I always enjoy trying a different 
cuisine. I will happily tour a distillery 
anytime, especially one with such 
dedicated and passionate artisans as 
Aaron Barnes and Camden Ford of 
Timber Creek. I learn something new 
with every liquor and wine column. 
It’s all good. Some is just a little 
better than others. 


Favorite appetizer. Onion rings 
might not qualify, but if you order 
them to share, they get a conditional 
pass, especially those at David’s 
Catfish in Crestview. Black Pearl’s 
grouper cheeks with black-eyed 
peas, the porchetta at Pazzo Italiano, 
the Serrano-wrapped honey goat 
cheese-stuffed figs and sautéed 
caramelized Brussels sprouts with 
sesame vinaigrette at La Crema, were 
all memorable. There was no clear 
winner, but the fact that my six- 
year-old daughter Grace (the Tiny 
Diner) ate the sprouts is sufficiently 
miraculous to edge them front and 
center. 


Favorite main course. The freshly 
made fish cakes at Café Organic with 
quinoa salad; wonderfully spiced 
goat curry and oxtail stew at Bamboo 
Jamaican; shrimp, beef and chicken 
thighs with chimichuri at Surf Hut; 
fried scallops at Dewey Destin; lamb 
chop lollipops at la Crema; and the 
pulled pork at Parson’s Son BBQ 
(with seven housemade sauces). It 
comes down to the fish cakes and 
the oxtail stew—and the fish cakes 
win, because I ate at Café Organic 
back in January and can still smell 
the ginger, soy and I don’t know what 
else, because the chef diplomatically 
declined my request for a recipe. 


Favorite dessert. Sometimes we skip 
dessert, but there were some excellent 
ones when we did not. The peach 
cobbler shake at Al’s Beach Club and 
Burger Bar was big enough to share, 
and we watched it being made from 
scratch. Worth many happy returns

I wrote this about Café Organic: “I 
have always been leery of restaurants 
calling themselves ‘organic’ or 
‘natural.’

Food + Beverage > Brew Review

For whatever reason, people love the idea of 
change, especially when a new year is approaching. 
Come January, magazines and marketers start 
pushing all kinds of transformational diets, exercise 
routines and investment strategies for a Happy New 
You. But we think there’s something to be said for 
the tried and true, especially when it comes to local 
hotspots. 


One of our all-time favorites is McGuire’s Irish 
Pub, where we’ve been going since as long as we 
can remember. And that precedes the location in 
Destin—the original is in Pensacola. They started 
out as a restaurant with well-prepared food that’s 
reasonably priced for the generous bounty they 
serve. And after all these years—decades, actually— 
this hasn’t changed. And sometimes staying the 
same is sometimes a very good thing. 


Most importantly, at least to a family of multi- 
generational beer connoisseurs, they once were 
the only game in town when it came to in-house 
brews. They were exceptionally good back then and 
are just as good now with plenty of friendly local 
competition. 


That said, there has been one major change 
to the Destin location that at first was a wee bit 
mind blowing. A few years ago, they added Vinnie 
McGuire’s, a separate eatery next door specializing 
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Ring in the New with

in artisan pizza. Irish pizza? How in the world can 
that work? At least that’s what we were wondering as 
we envisioned some kind of gravy laden shepherd’s 
pie as an Irish style pizza. 


And then we tried it. Mind blown for the second 
time. Only this time it was because the pizza here is 
outrageously good. It’s a completely customizable 
Italian-style pie that begins as either a small or 
large with thick or thin crust. You can then choose 
red or white sauce and pick from a selection of 
cheeses and toppings ranging from classics like 
mozzarella, sausage and pepperoni to straight up 
gourmet items like goat cheese, artichoke hearts 
and smoked prime rib. Pies are $15 and $20 and 
come with three toppings. Additional toppings are 
a dollar each. Cheese-only pizzas are $12 and $15. 


Bar selections include picturesque bottles of 
straw-covered Chianti as well as some killer 
Italian-inspired drinks like the vodka and peach- 
Schnapps infused Goodfella and the Godfather, a 
buzzy, keep-the-glass cocktail made with 151 rum 
and amaretto. 


As tempting as they were, we still go for the brews 
because McGuire’s makes some of the very best on 
the coast—always has and probably always will. 
Though their hearty, rib-stickin’ stout has long been 
our go-to brew, we were able to sample a couple of 
their seasonals last time we were there. One of them 
was a blueberry ale which we almost never like. 
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This one, however, was delish—the best blueberry 
ale we’ve ever had. The flavor is subtle yet distinctly 
blueberry and, most of all, authentic and fresh. 


If you hurry, you might be able to catch the last of 
another seasonal, their mildly spicy, amber-colored 
Christmas ale. Sometime around the start of the 
New Year, theyll be launching a new seasonal, 
the Millenial. We got just enough deets on the new 
brew that we’re dying to try it. And not just because 
the ABV will be over 10 percent, though we can’t 
deny that’s our cup of tea. We'll definitely be back 
soon to try it, but if you get to it before we do, let us 
know what you think. 


Vinnie’s has nearly the same brewski lineup as 
neighboring McGuire’s, including their IPA (at 
McGuire’s, it’s Irish, not India, Pale Ale), as well as 
their Irish ale, a fresh-brewed spin on mainstream 
American-style beer. They also have McGuire’s 
Irish Red, clearly a local fave, as well as our own 
much-beloved stout. Pitchers are priced at $11, 
pint glasses $4.75. 


Vinnie’s has plenty of seating indoors and outside, 
where your pizza lovin’ pooch is also welcome. This 
time of year, it’s way easier to find available parking 
within steps of the front door, although there is an 
overflow parking lot. All things considered, it’s the 
best time of year to ring in the new by sticking with 
the tried and true. And year after year, decade after 
decade, McGuire’s has proven itself to be just that.

Around January 1, many people 
feel motivated to get their lives 
together—to finally get in shape or 
get organized or save money.

Back in 2013, I set a New Year’s 
resolution to give up coffee for a 
year. After 365 days without coffee, 
but with a newfound sense of self- 
discipline, that hot cup of Joe on 
New Year’s Day 2014 was a real 
treat. 


Here are a few tips and tricks to get 
a little more leverage out of your New 
Year’s Resolutions for 2018. 


1. Keep it simple and intentional. 
So many people plan to start 
exercising, eat healthier, quit 
smoking, get organized, read more, 
and save more money all at the 
same time. My advice is to pick just 
one resolution that means the most 
to you and focus all your energies on 
that. 


I chose to give up coffee, because 
if I had to go without it for one 
reason or another, I was grumpy 
and miserable. I didn’t like being 
dependent on a hot cup of caffeine to 
get me through the morning. I made 
no other resolutions that year— 
going without coffee was enough of 
a change. 


According to the American 
Psychological Association, willpower 
depletion can cause the brain to 


function differently, leading to a 
loss of self-control. In other words, 
the best way to set yourself up for 
failure is to have a list of resolutions 
a page long. Keep it simple and 
intentional—pick one _ resolution, 
and make it one you care about. 


2. Be specific. Your goal should 
have some kind of measurable 
quality to it. It should be clear how 
and when this goal will be achieved. 

My coffee resolution was simple and 

specific—don’t drink coffee. If I made 

it through each day without a cup, I 

achieved my goal. Other examples 

for common resolutions: 

¢ Rather than resolving to 
healthier,” resolve to 
vegetables with every meal.” 

e Rather than resolving to “save 
more money,” resolve to “put $200 
in savings every month in 2018.” 

e Rather than resolving to “read 
more,” resolve to “read 20 books 
in 2018.” 

e Rather than resolving to “start 
exercising,” resolve to “go on a 
30-minute run three days a week 
every week in 2018.”

The key to setting yourself up 
for success is to be as specific as 
possible and to create clear points of 
achievement so you know when to 
pat yourself on the back. 


3. Make a plan. I would guess 
that this is the area where most 
well intended goals fall by the 
wayside. Think about your 
resolution, and put together a plan 
of action for accomplishing it. This 
step will look different depending 
on your goal, but here are a few 
examples:

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e If your goal is to improve your 
diet by eating vegetables with 
every meal, set aside some time in 
your schedule each week to meal 
plan and prep. Download a meal- 
tracking app like MyFitnessPal, 
and keep up with your daily intake 
of vegetables. 

¢ If your goal is to save $200 each 
month, set up auto transfers from 
your checking account to your 
savings account on the day you 
get your paycheck each month. 
Or mark your calendar for the 
same day each month to make 
that transfer yourself. Think about 
ways to cut costs in your daily life 
to make this transfer possible. 

¢ If your goal is to read 20 books in 
2018, set up a shelf in your home 
of books you’d like to read or make 
a list of books you’d like to check 
out from the library. Think about 
all of the time you spend scrolling 
through Facebook or playing 
games on your phone. Where are 
you typically sitting when you are 
zoning out on the social media 
feeds? Put a book nearby so that 
youll remember your goal and 
read instead. 

e If your goal is to exercise three 
days a week, pencil that time into 
your schedule. Even better, pick a 
fitness class or a workout buddy to 
schedule in each week, so you have 
help holding yourself accountable. 


4. Reward yourself. You may 
remember “chore charts” from 
raising your children or maybe from 
your childhood.

Don’t 
underestimate the power of a gold 
star. 


Draw up a Goal Chart to keep on 
your refrigerator or in your planner, 
and give yourself a gold star every 
time you make a step toward 
achieving your goal (every book read, 
workout done, savings transfer, etc.).
